Government returns credit Western 
Canada with 15,771,000 acres of 
wheat. All the rest of Canada has 
1,315,000 acres. The total is 17,186- 
000 acres. Wheat is bread and bread 
is the staff of civilized life. It has 
been so throughout all recorded ages. 
So far as can be seen it will be so 
throughout all the ages to come. Be- 
ing the staff of life wheat is wealth. 
The value of gold is measured by its 
power to purchase wheat. The na- 
tion that produces the most wheat

The architectu- 
rabambitions and achievements of 
the Assyrians were even greater than 
those of the Egyptians. But building 
of brick instead of stone, the record 
does not remain in Assyria as in 
Egypt. The tower of Babel was built 
out of the wealth wheat on the 
plains of Mesopotamia, as were the 
pyramids out of the wheat wealth of 
the Nile valley. Its wealth of wheat, 
more than any other factor, is what 
has enabled the United States to 
achieve the position as a nation and 
as a world power that it holds today.

Paper Suits 
Possible for a Man to Purchase A 
New Suit Once A 
Wetk 
Large quantities of paper suits 
made in Germany are being displayed 
by a British firm of importers at its 

shop in London. 

These ready-niade suits are cut to 
English styles and are said-to be of 
the very best class of paper texture, 
and are being retailed at from $8 to 
$40 a suit, Last month 40,000 of 
these suits were imported by a firm 
of transport agents from Germany 
via Holland, and another consign- 
ment of 5,000 is on the way. Fur- 
ther consignments are expected to 
arrive at frequent intervals, 

A large number of the suits have 

been re-exported to India and South 
Africa, but some merchants in Lon- 
don are of the opinion that in view 
of the present high prices of clothing 
there are wide possibilities in paper 
suits, especially in industrial districts 
if they could be cut more in the Eng- 
lish style and to English tastes. 
The agents who are dealing in 
these suits state that by buying un- 
der the present rate of exchange it 
is possible for a man to purchase a 
new suit once a weck, and that over 
a period of twelve months the entire 
cost would be less than the price of 
one single English suit.

McDonnell set out 75 plantsdast sea- 
son, in ground that had been fallow- 
ed the year before. They were placed, 
in two rows. The rows were two 
feet apart, and the plants were two 
feet apart in the rows. They grew 
well last season and’ some blossoms } 
came but they were not allowed to 
produce fruit. No mulch was placed 
over the plants last fall, but they 
wintered safely. They have fd no 
fetilizer this season but have been 
carefully weeded and hoed. They are 
fruiting abundantly, about a box. of 
berries to a plant. The flavor is ex- 
cellent; being much better than that 
of the coast berries as they come on 
the market here—Edmonton Bulletin.
